SIR JOHN BRENAN 
Regret at the severance of his direct | 
relations with China, after a distin 
guished career of much public service, 
Will temper the congratulations of- 
fered to Sir John Brenan on his pro- 
‘motion to an important appointment 
at the Foreign Ofice, Sir John will 
not be leaving until March so this 
Is not the occasion for review of his 
twenty-one years’ sojourn in China 
‘or for full appreciation of his labours 
here. Sir John originally was ap- 
pointed lo Siam after passing Into the 
service In 1903 and he was transferred 
fo Chin in October 1905. Peking, 
‘Tienisin, Foochow, (Nanking, Shang- 
‘hat and’ Canton, with a break of a 
year for active service in France, 
Provided ‘the milestones for his 
career until he came here as Consul- 
General nearly seven years ago. He 
eame. from Canton with a reputation 
which has been enhanced in the Im- 
portant post of His Majesty's repre- 
entative in the leading port in China. 
‘Shanghai will be partieulatly gratified 
bythe announcement that he wil, in 
due course, take up at the Foreign 
OMice the’ appointment which Sir 
John Pratt is about to vacate oh 
retirement, “With Sir Alexander 
Cadogan as Depely Secretary of State 
‘and Sir John Brenan in the post for

He has an 
extensive knowledge of China and it 
‘will be recalled that he was the frst 
‘and only incumbent of that short 
livea appointment of Inspector- 
‘General of Consular Establishments in 














the Far East, Mr. Phillips entered the 
service in 1098 and received the China 
‘Medal in 1900 as a Student Interpreter 
‘at the “Legation during the Boxer 
Rebellion, 


BIBLE SOCIETY POST 

‘The Rev. W. H. Hudspeth who is 
taking over the General» Secretary 
Ship of the British and Foreign Bible 
Socioty from the Rev. G. W. Shep- 
pard, is no stranger. to China, for he 
hhas spend 25 years in Yunnan and is 
regarded as ‘on authority onthe 
Intricate tribal customs of that prov- 
ince. Educated at" Cambridge 
where he took first class honours in 
Oriental Languages, Mr. Hudspeth 
fs eminently fitted for the important 
post which calls him to Shanghal 
His tong service in China has been 
‘broken only by the period of ‘his 
engagement in the Great War in 
which he served as a Staff Captain 
in Prance and elsewhere. Mr. Shep- 
ard is not leaving Shanghai until 
Jan. 10 when he proceeds to Australia 
where, owing to the illness of the 
Secretary of the Society in the Com. 
monweaith, he has been prevailed 
upon to continue his foreign service 
by acting as Seerelary there for a 
year,

HAPPY ENDING 
It is good thing that the trade 
war between Australia and Japan has 
‘been brought to an end, for the situa 
Yon since last May has been far 
from happy. ‘The trouble commenced 
when Australia introduced higher 
tariffs and a licence system to con 
tol the import of such commodities 
as cotton, rayon, ote, with the 
avowed aim of increasing British 
references, aiding domestic ‘manu- 
facturers and diverting trade to "good 
‘customers."= Jopan was severely hit 
by the change and ‘commenced. im- 
mediately to retaliate, controlling the 
importation of wheat, wool and four 
from Australia and subjecting certain 
‘other Australian products to an ad- 
ditional duty of $0 per cent. “There 

was also a threat to cut 
Australian woot import by two thirds 
fand to make up the difference by 
buying “elsewhere or substituting 
‘artificial Mbre, while at one time dur- 
fing the discussions Japan threatened 
fo enter the wool producing business 
by raising sheep in Manchoukuo, a 
threat which upon investigation did 
not alarm ‘Australia so mich as its

A statement’ recording’ an sarees

chen that he would continue his 
policy of peace and unification’ and 
devote the resources of the nation. 
to resist external aggression.

“I AWAIT YOUR 
PUNISHMENT” 


Chang Hsueh-liang Admits He 
Committed Great Crime 


Nanking, Dec. 20. 
As a sincere expression of regret 
for his Sian “folly.” Chang Hsueh-| 
Hang, « arrived in’ Nanking this 
‘afternoon from Loyang by plane for| 
the ene purpose of “taking punish 
ment at the hands of the Central 
Government, however severe? 
Shortly after his arrival, Chang 
sent a letter to Gen, Chiang Kale 
shek, president of the Executive 
Yuan and chairman of the Military 
Affairs Commission, in which he} 
sald: 

“Tam by nature rustic, surly and 
unpolished, due to whith I have 
created on incident, which was at 
‘ence impudent and law-breaking. 1 
have ccmmitted a great crime. 

“I have shamefully followed you 
to Nanking in order sincerely | {c| 
await my punishment by you, punish- 
ment befitting in severity the degree 
‘of my crime, so that it may not only’ 
Uphold. law’ and discipline but also| 
serve as a warning to others in future 
‘against repetitions of such crime. 
“Whatever is beneficial to our 
country, I shall never. decline even 
if it means death. I beg you to 
Teave aside sentiments in personal 
frlendship, and wish nothing to hold 
‘you back from giving me the kind of 
punishment T deserve.” 

Chang Hsueh-liang is now staying 
in the local residence of Mr, T. V. 
Soong. 

‘When interviewed after his arrival, 
Chang was net in good shape, ap- 
parently having been badly shaken 
by the strain during the past. two| 
weeks. Clad'in a Chinese cotton 
lined iong gown, he stood erect but 
his eyes showed lack of sleep. He 
fold reporters that he had ncthing| 
to say and that he had no plans of 
his own. He was non-committal 
when questioned as to how long he 
was going to stay in Nanking, or 
when he would return to Sian, 
His most emphatic answer through 
out the brief interview was: “I have| 
fo ask the Generalissimo for instruc-|

preted the spirit of Christ in their 
international affairs that the bene- 
fits which they seem so anxious to 
refuse may suddenly be snatched 
away from them, It is a striking 
fact that while the responsibility of 
the individual to the state and the 
state to the individual ig being In- 
creasingly recognized, it has not 
yet been so fully understood in the 
wider implications of the respon- 
sibility of states to each other, It 
is in this limited application of a 
principle which is now thoroughly 
Fecognized in its narrower signifi- 
cance that much of the world’s 
present unrest is to be found. If 
mankind in the mass could be 
inspired by the same mystic rules of 
good conduct, to which the in- 
dividual pays’ such willing service, 
many of the problems with which 
the world is faced would solve 
themselves. Original sin is stronger 
in the herd than it is in the unit, 
and much of the international vice 
which is nowadays to be seen, is 
but the accumulation of little 
sinfulnesses, 

‘The ultimate peace of the world 
ties with the individual for of such 
‘as he are nations made, and as a 
country gets the government it 
deserves so will it attain the peace 
it merits, Co-operation between 
nations is the only way to peace. 
Selfish national individualism pro- 
vides the direct road to war, 80 
that the real solution of present’ day. 
diMeulties is to forgo the husks of 
# so-called patriotic arrogance, and 
‘seek in all humility the way ‘back 
to the Father of Peace, There are 
those who will scorn the suggestion 
that the future of the world lies 
in any such direction, who will deny 
that the application’ of ideals will 
solve the problems of stark reality, 
and yet they will when opportunity 
offers glibly say of a particular man - 
that it was because he had faith 
in himself that he attained succes 
Of sacrifice mention has already 
been made, Faith can and does 
move mountains. At the moment 
nations are divided concerning 
in what they will put their trust, 
There are those who place their 
confidence on « healthy rational in- 
ternationalism. There are others, 
unfortunately, who have faith ouly 
in themselves and thelr power to 
get what they want, It may very 
well be that this adherence to 
humanly discovered panaceas is its 
‘own weakness, and that much of 
what is wrong now is due to 
neglect of those principles from 

















which mankind derives. its very 
social being: it may be that 
humanity has wandered too far 
from ordained paths and must 


retrace some of its spiritual steps. 
But, whatever the fault, it must be 
remembered that it was the double 
sacriflee of the Founder of the 
Christian religion which marked 
the beginning and end of his life, 
and that the saerifices which 
wnkind has made so willing in the 
cause of war must be repeated in 
the interests of universal harmony. 
Who knows what sacrifices man 
may be called upon to make before 
the advent of the Child is again 
solemnized? Who knows what 
further bitter blows Christendom 
may yet have to endure? ‘There 
should at this season be no mis- 
givings on that account, Mankind 
may be stupid, may deny for a 
season its ideals, but with high 
faith it will seek to do the right 
which becomes x0 clearly apparent 
when the great lessons of this day 
nearly twenty conturies ago are x= 
membered during this interval of 
happiness which this journal hopes 
its readers and the world will 
enjoy. 























PROLONGED DANGER 
Dec. 23. 

It is an unfortunate fact that most 
of the news coming out of Spain 
with reference to the rebellion 
which has been going on for some 
months is coloured by the political 
views of the people by whom it is 
issued. No one in particular is to 
be blamed for that fact, for with 
expert propagandists at work, and 
the heavy hand of the censor 
always over journalists wt 
deavour to present a tr 
picture, it is difficult to see how it 
could possibly be different, News- 
papers in Europe view the whole 
matter through the  spectael 
their own shade of poli 
Fascism and all the parties of the 
right attribute solely to the Left 
the atrocities which have so dis- 


























mayed the world with their flendish 
horror, while the Left is just as lou 
in its’ accusations against. their 
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‘enemies; successes are claimed and 
defeats alleged with all the facility 
of the skilled propagandist and re- 
ceived, with the scepticism which is 
Inevitable, Nevertheless apart from 
this weller of skilled inaccuracy it 
is possible to assess the situation in 

. Spain with a fair degree of 
certainty, ‘The high hopes of 
General Franco and his followers 
at the commencement of the re- 
bellion have not yet been fulfilled. 
‘The insurgents, ‘commanding the 
trained men of the army, and with 
a great deal of its equipment, rein- 
foreed by the Moorish soldiers, the 
lise of whom has given rise to so 
‘much unfavourable criticism, have 
sueeceded in reaching the outskirts 
of the capital, ‘That was. not 
achieved with ihe rapidity which 
insurgent advantages over the 
hastily improvised defences of the 
government should have made con- 
paratively easy. Nor has the sub- 
Sugation of the country becn com- 
plete. ‘There are still very large 
tracts of Spain which have not been 
conquered by General Franco's 
armies, and the Government is still 
in control of a-large section of the 
eastern seaboard in the’ Mediter- 
ranean and a stretch of territory be- 
tween Madrid and the coast which 
the Government troops still manage 
to hold. 

‘That Madrid has not yet fallen is 
due to (wo factors, the first is the 
desperate defence which the Gov- 
‘ernment is able to put up with the 
assistance of its Communist sup- 
porters, undoubtedly completely 
‘outnumbering the insurgents, though 
at first not so well equipped as they 
are now through the help of for- 
ign sympathisers. ‘The second is 
that with the men at his disposal 
Genoral Franco is. apparently un- 
‘able to command the lines of com= 
munication between Madrid and the 
sea or to embark on the process of 
squeezing the capital out by the 
old pincer-like: tactics.» While 
morally the fall of Madrid might 
have an important effect upon the 
further progress of the'struggle, it 
does not mean. that “its capture 
would automatically end the fight- 
Ing, for It 4s clear fromthe state- 
ments made by the spokesmen of 
the government. that the fight 
will “be continued so long as 
they have any territory’ upon 
which to stand or a seaport through 
‘whieh to recelve supplies. So, apart 
from the enormous amount of 
physical and moral damage which 
hhas been done, the Nghting in Spain 
‘up (0 the present can be said to be 
inconclusive so far as the achieve 
ment of immediate objectives by 
the insurgents is concerned or their 
defeat by the government, A posi- 
tion of stalemate has now existed 
for some weeks past, and there are 
no visible signs in the military 
situation to suggest that there is 
any early prospect of cither side 
being able to prevail against the 
other, with or without the help, 
whieh, despite _non-intervention 
paets, is quite obviously being given 
o both sides, 


‘Were it possible merely to con- 
fine the struggle in Spain to a 
purely domestic fight between op- 
Posing parties it could be regarded 
with ‘considerable equanimity, but 
the fact is that it is no longer 
an ordinary civil war, It is 
an international combat between 
two sets of totalitarian states 
whose views are so far apart that 
they can never be anything but bit 
terly antagonistic, General Franco 
‘on the one side and the Spanish 
government on the other are mero 
pawns in one of the most sinister 
games of international polities that 
has ever been played in the world’s 
history. If it were possible for 
General Franco to succeed in his 
rebellion; or for the Government 
fo sueeced in quelling him within 
@ reasonable time much of the 
existing anxiety would be allayed, 
for it would be by no means of 
insuperable difficulty to secure the 
peace of Europe. But her statesmen 
are faced with the prospect of the 
continuance of the present grave 
tension for an indefinite period and 
the prospect of there being no carly 
end in sight not only increases It, 
butextends the opportunities for the 
collapse of this present very pre- 
carious peace. Germany and Italy 
will not folerate a Government 
success, Russia and France, or at 
least a very imposing seelion of 
Franee, is not prepared to accept 
its defeat, and all are more or less 
anxious to bring about a final sot 
{lement, not because of any anxiety 
for the peace of Europe, but merely 
for the satisfaction of securing 
‘auick success and the vindieation 
of their own policies, with the ac- 
cession in prestige which such a 




















victory would carry in its train, 
While agreement not to intervene! 
has not been a success, it has not| 
been wholly a failure; the proposal] 
that endeavours should be made to| 
meditate between the two warring’ 
factions has met with so mixed a 
reception that it may be definitely 
held to have failed. ‘The military 
stalemate in Spain has as its accom- 
animent an internationally political 
stalemate in Europe. Of the many. 
problems with which Europe is con- 
fronted this is the most serious, for 
whillegall the others may be capable| 
of some sort of solution: by com- 
promisc—which however unpopular 
it may be to one side or the other, 
fs the only sure road to a lasting 
peace—this civil war in Spain is 
capable of none. It is un combat 4 
outrance between two ideologies, 
and, though at the moment there| 
may be some reluctance to let the 
Aght spread, danger of defeat to one 
side or the’ other may lead to the| 
whole of Europe being plunged into| 
the flames again. ‘The only hopeful 
factor is to be found in recent ex- 
positions of British policy which 
encourage the belief that that coun- 
try will still be the greatest factor 
for peace in a coteric of nations 
which not only believe in the in- 
evitability of war but in the 
chances of its being profitable, 














A STEP FORWARD 
Dec, 24. 


On the principle of letting well 
alone, the British Residents’ As-| 
sociation for China has wisely re-| 
elected as its Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman, Mr. W. J. Hawkings and 
‘Mr, R. G. MacDonald and has pro- 
vided them with a: strong Commit 
tee. During the past year there has 
been a welcome revival of interest 
in the Association, indicated no less: 
by: the healthy’ addition to its! 
subscription list than by the de-| 
Anite inerease in .the membership 
which is now about *1,700—still 
short of the 3,000 tentatively set as 
his goal by Mr. Hawkings, but a 
realy marked improvement on the 
numbers of a year ago. The British 
community in Shanghai, on’ the 
basis ofa recent count of the Con- 
sulate-General, has been estimated 
to total 9,099—a quaint achleve- 
‘ment in itself—but it is generally 
known that that figure includes a 
large number of British protected 
subjects, to say nothing of children| 
who, no doubt, have views of their 
‘own’ but can hardly be expected to 
condescend to submit those views 
to prosaic assessment by a corpora- 
tion of adults. Tf, therefore, Mr. 
‘Hawkings and his’ associates’ who| 
have already proved to possess con- 
siderable driving force, can lift the| 
membership to within measurable| 
approach of 3,000 they will have| 
deserved the community's thanks, 
On study of the list of oMeers of| 
the Association the only fear is lest 
too many of them, having important 
commitments in other public duties, 
should not be able to give the As- 
sociation suMeiently undivided at- 














tention. However, that is a draw- 
bbneke with which Shanghai is 
familiar. Tt can be removed only 


by the process of decentratization 
clearly outlined in the ostablish- 
ment of certain new sub-com- 
mittees and in the excellent scheme 
which Mr. R, G. MacDonald's own 
sub-committee is furthering by 
arranging a series of lectures on 
topics of special interest to British 
residents in Shanghai, As the 
Knowledge of individual members 
develops there may be a greater 
readiness {0 accept office and so to 
relieve some of the exceptionally 
busy men of the labours imposed 
by. 2 compelling sense of ‘public 
spirit, 

On that account the Executive is 
fo be congratulated on bowing to 
the wishes of certain members by 
creating a Shanghai Affairs Sub- 
Committee under the chairmanship 
of Mr. G. A. Haley. Unfortunately’ 
Mr. Haley is understood to be 4o- 
ing home on leave in April, but 
between now and then his sub-com- 
mittee should be able to profit fully: 
is excellent judgment and ex- 
tensive knowledge of local problems: 
in laying down the lines on which 
it_may usefully proceed. ‘The: 
British Residents’ Association is 
primarily concerned with the pro- 
ection and furtherance of British 
interests in’ China. It has con- 
sistently guarded itself against 
being involved in issues which 
might lead it beyond that limited 
preseription of its duties. - Not the| 
least of its value to the community 























is the liaison which it has maintain 
ed with Westminster where a 
xroup of Members of Parliament 


set themselves to watch affairs here 
‘and render useful service in allow- 
Ing that Haison, from time to time, 
{o inspire their energies.” In Chin 
Itself the Assoclation cannot be 
‘quite 0 direct in its activities. Tt 
has to remember certain diplomatic 
difficulties with their intimate bear- 
ing on international relationships. 
So, although the Association has 
lately set itself to the examination 
of the problems of the International 
Settlement, its objective has to be 
carefully defined and even more 
carefully understood, if the tradi- 
tons of the Settlement in maintain- 
ing international amity are to be 
preserved. Thus, it has rightly re- 
fused to consider such matters as 
the Economy Report, except in so 
far as it can obtain general and 
authoritative pronouncements on 
‘the state of the Council's finances. 
I Is to be hoped that this diMdence 
will be logically cultivated, even 
though it would mean the final 
abandonment of a certain obscuran- 
{ism which did so much to hamper 
the growth of the Association in itz 
earlier days, when British opinion 
on Sino-Brilish relations was less 
alive to modern actualities than it 
happily is to-day. There is no 
reason why the safeguarding “of 
British interests in China should be 
incompatible with an intelligent and 
tolerant appreciation of Chinese 
views and of the efforts being made 
by the Chinese Government—in 
clreumstances of great dificulty and 
stress, as is unfortunately all. too 
evident at the moment—to vindicate 
the national dignity and genius of 
the “people of this great country. 
By mutual understanding rather 
than by the pressure of conflict are 
international differences best solved. 

This effort to inculcate the study 
of Shanghai affairs deserves, 
sympathetic and discerning ap- 
proval. In spite of the limitations 
alreddy noted, it should minister 
‘effectively to the belter education 
‘of the community, Lately the 
Shanghai Municipal Counell set up 
‘8 committee of inquiry on the hous- 
ing problem, in recognition of the 
vital Importance .attached thereto 
by. many-.-cxponents, “of . public 
opinion. Progress with that inquiry 
hhas not been rapid... That is not 
‘unexpected: for the problem ,is not 
self-contained and, without a wide 
Investigation of economic conditions 
generally in Shanghai, it is dificult 
to see how the ' Investigators 
can speedily be brought to a 
conerete decision. Tt would seem 
that, in matters of that kind. 
if the Shanghai Affairs Sub- 
committes could somehow address 
Itself to the task of ascertaining the 
conditions precedent to the collec 
tion of data on a given problem 
it might be rendering a valuable 
service, This docs not imply a 
Dolief that the Association would 
have to step over the bounds which 
it has placed on. its activities. 
Nothing can be more important to 
the British community in Shanghai 
than an alert and realist apprecia~ 
{ion of the economic facts underly- 
ing the significance of this great 
city. Nor will it be possible to 
approach such a study without im- 
mediately realizing that British in- 
terests are not contained in a 
pleasantly sealed watertight com- 
partment but are intimately in- 
volved “in te welfare of the 
predominantly’ Chinese population 
as a whole. This is, of course, 
freely recognized By those who have 
had to conttibute to the direc 
tion of public affairs here. ‘The 
Shanghal Munielpal Council has 
Jong accepted it as a guiding prin- 
ciple of the administration. It is 
not so clearly perceived by others 
who, nevertheless, feel impelled to 
make thelr voices heard on many 
problems of the day, whether in the 
Settlement or elsewhere. ‘The 
decision to permit a sub-committee 
of the British Residents Association 
thus to grapple with the perplexities 
of Shanghai affairs may therefore 
have considerable importance and, 
if taken up in the right spirit may 
beneficially influence the general 
education of public opinion, to the 
great advantage of the community 
of which British residents are so 
important a. section.

Generalissimo's Dramatic 


Fortnight in Captivity : 


Snowstorm Averts Government Bombing 


HE arrival of General Chiang Kai-shek at the Capité

‘The disclosures, naturally 


made now the chief actors in the Sian drama are in Nanking, throw 
on the events of the past fortnight a light which gives quite an 
unexpected note of commentary on their significance and actualities. 
To “The North-China Herald” has been imparted information 
which explains how the “Young Marshal” after his extraordinary

Jected to further external pressure 
‘and, as the campaign against ‘the 
Communists in Shensi was by no 
‘means popular, the argument that 
Chinese troops’ should not be used 
against Chinese received added 
‘support, especially as the Red leaders 
had, somehow or other, manoged to 
communicate thelr desire to come to 
terms with the Government. General 
Chang. Hsuch-liang was urged to 
‘make the Generalissimo aware of the 
extent of this feeling, Local condi 
tions precipitated action which, as 
already reported, culminated in’ the 
visit’ to Huachingchin where the 
Generalissimo was slaying. Fighting 
was not intended. Unfortunately a 
misunderstanding some 
movement, opened fire and General 
Chiang Kal-shek’s bodyguard became 
fnvolved with General Chang Hsueh- 
Hang's troops. Shots were exchanged 
and” ccevalties occurred on both 
sides, 

‘Meanwhile, General Chiang Kal- 
shek was upproached by a young 
offleer who begged the Generalissimo 
to give up the idea of resisting and 
to realize thet his safety would be 
respectfully regarded. Highly indig- 
fant, the Generalissimo agreed to 
proceed {o Sian where he was com- 
fortably lodged but where he refused 
steadfastly for several days to make 
any response to General Chang 
Hsueh-liang’s attempts to lay before 
‘him the arguments. which the situa- 
tion was felt to demand, General 
Chang Hsueh-liang’s troops were 
‘small in number—two brigades fn all 
the majority being General Yang 
‘Huecheng's provinelal forces—harabit- 
ten and not too well disciplined, as 
their affray with General Chang's 
‘own forees nt one time showed. The 
breakdown in communications bee 
tween Sian and the outside world 
was intensified by the operation of 
the censorship by the Central Gov-

In order to bring discussions upon

In the meuntinie Mr,:'T. V, Soong 
had come to Nanking and, after mak- 
ing a preliminary Journey~to :Sian, 
relurned to, support the desire of 
‘Madame Chiang Kal-shek to join her 
husband, Madame wore down the 
objections of the authorities in Nan- 
king with characteristic vivacity. 
vigorously resisted the plan of at- 
tacking Sinn for, by the information 
which she had gleaned ond perhaps 
by feminine intuition, she was con- 
vineed that every possible alterna- 
tive should be tested and proved be- 
fore resorting to extreme measures. 
‘She considered that the use of Gov- 
‘ernment troops against forces, which 

Fe nominally under the orders of 

Government would be wasting 
valuable man-power and so weaken 
ing the national defences of the 
country. Furthermore she argued 
that the lives of many peaceful in- 
habitants would be sacrificed by such 
faction and finally that the life of 
the Generalissimo would be unneces- 
sarily endangered.

civil wars, he and those with him re- 
fused (o regard the perpetual pursuit 
of “so-called bandits"—who were 
“still Chinese despite their views"—| 
when one-sixth of China had been 
allowed to fall into foreign hands. 
‘They felt that the campaign in 
‘Sulyuan demanded the full co-opera-

They 
alluded “bitterly to the fact that 
the first sight vouchsafed to Shensi 
of the aeroplanes enthusiastically 
subscribed for by the people of China 
was in the guise of messengers of 
death sent against Chinese.

VIVID ACCOUNT OF 
MUTINY

Nurses’ Home Destroyed in

The Hangchow Mission Hospital, 
one of the largest in China and 
Tendering Invaluable service to all 
‘Chinese residents in Hangehow and 
around the eity, has suffered a most 
severe blow through the destruction 
by fire of the nurses’ home on Dec. 21. 
‘The fire, which started in an adjoin~ 
ing house, quickly spread.to the nurses’ 
home, almost completely destroying 
it, ‘This leaves the hospital in a most 
distressing condition, and the Super- 
Intendent, S.'D. Sturton, is 
appealing for a fund to help supply 
quarlers for ‘the large nursing stalf 
attached to the hospital. It 1s hoped 
to rebuild the hospital in the 
rear future, but this has not yet 
Eecome a definite plan, and the 
hhospital, now that the nurses’ quar- 
ters have been destroyed, has prac- 
tleally nowhere in which to house 
them, 

‘The Hangchow Hospital is financed 
by the Church Missionary Society. 
Tt has a very extensive eld of 
activities, covering out-patlents, 
maternity wards, infant welfare 
élinies, a Lock Hospital, orthopoedic 
‘end X-ray departments, a Leper 
Hospital, etc., and the importance of| 
ts work to the district In which it 

‘over-em- 
phasized. One of its latest activities 
Is country work. About once a 
month, a group of doctors and nurses 
from the hospital visits the surround~ 
ing villages, desling on ‘the 
with patients who find it dificult to 
come Into the city. On one occasion 
over 690 patients were dealt with in 
a day by those engaged in this 
branch of the work.

Alleged Formosan Murderer 

‘The Japanese Consul hag sent 
special police to Swatow to arrest 
Formosan, who is alleged to be con- 
cerned in’ the kidnapping and death 
of a band conductor, Ngo Seng-chiu. 
Early last year Amoy was the proud 
posiessor of two brass bands, one 
owned by the Formosan and the other 
Chinese-owned. ‘The brother of the: 
murdered man, also a Formosan, 
orwanized and financed a bigger and 
better band than the other two and 
Ngo. Seng-chiu was its business 
‘manager and conductor. 

Business rivalry brought the two 
Formosans into conflict; the one 
uundereut the other in prices, and as 
the new band had more instruments, 
4 Iniger repotoire, and could prob- 
ably make more noise if not belter 
‘music, most of the business went to 
the Tater. Late last year a farmer 
trom Tongan engaged this band to 
go fo the country. He pald $4 as 
Geposit, arranged to meet the play- 
ers at a certain spot to guide them to 
the place of entertainment, The band 
went with its conductor Ngo Seng- 
chiu. ‘They were led into the coun- 
try for many miles and when night 
felt the guide disappeared and they 
were lost, They met bandits who re- 
lieved ‘them of their instruments, 
made Ngo Seng-chiu a prisoner and 
ordered the bandsmen to go home. 
Mouths passed and nothing was heard 
‘of the missing band conductor. Then 
his brother was approached for ran- 
som and $1,000 was paid, but it was 
futile, the missing man never turned 
up ahd nothing more was heard of 
the money. 

Evidence Obtained 


Early this month the proprietor of 
the band, the brother of the missing 
man, was told that the man who had 
‘engaged the band and acted as guide, 
Was recognized in Tongan. He went 
there and secured his arrest. He 
stated that be was asked by another 
fo go to Amoy and hire the band 
and advising him to tell the manager 
that he had already spoken with the 
other Formosan band-owner, but if 
terms were better he would settle 
with this one. The second man was 
found, and it was discovered that he 
‘had received $100 from the ‘Taiwan 
band owner to seize the instruments 
‘and kidnap the conductor.

We had some relatives living further 
out, and he told us to tell them to 
come into the elty, too. 

“But, of course, we didn’t take any 
‘notlee,'for no one thought anything 
would come of it. We went to bed 
that night without gny worries. The 
ext morning we were awakened by 
cannons roaring ond the fre ot 
‘machine-guns and rifles, We did not 
Tave ‘the house, and therefore did 
not see any of the actual Aghting. 
But we saw quite a number of people 
shot, For days afterwards all the 
Mredls were deserted except for on 
Seeastonal ambulance or a party of 
‘armed men. 

"Tt was quite a usual thing to hear 
a few shots being fired In one of 
the houses down the street. ‘The 
shooting would stop, and then a 1itte 
while afterwards an ambulance would 
arrive to take away the dead and 
the ‘wounded, We ould loo ‘out 
carefully through the front windows 
of our house and see a number of 
dead people lying around. in the 
streets. 

“One of the men to be shot was 
8 tram conductor, | During a recent 
strike, he had refused to leave his 
ast of duly and had gone out with 
the few. trams ‘that were working, 
When the revolution broke out, in 
Bareelona, he was one of the frst to 
bbe shot. "It was. an act, of revenge 
by some of the strikers." 

‘Acts of ‘Terrorism 

‘Most of the acts of torrcrism, sho 
said, were committed by the Anne 
chisis.. Shortly before the trouble 
tarted, Siqmor Companys, president 
Of the’ Catatonia “Generatidad, ap- 
parently nervous about the loyaity of 
the men ander his command, issued 
arms freely to the amarehists. When 
the outbreak occurred, soldiors stax 
toned in and around Bareclona join- 
wd the revolutionists and barricaded 
themseves in prisons, " easernes, 
churehos. and other strongholds. The 
pollee and the Civil Guard remained 
firm, however, and the task of driving. 
the ‘rebels out bogan, Although the 
soldiers were the better ctmed, sald 
Mrs, Jover, they were powerless 
against the ‘overwhelming hordes of 
anarchists, police and Civil Guards- 
mon, and Were slowly but suroly 
slaughtered. ‘Those who took ad- 
Vantage of the offer to throw down 
thelr trms and live were soon dis- 
Mlusioned;. all were killed. 

Barcelona is still a Government 
strong-hold, she went on, and. the 
‘anarchists ‘have now turned. thelr 
hhands to pillaging the wealthy; any 
resistance “means” death, ond» Come 
anys is powerless to do anything. 
Churches were looted and wrecked, 

nd it was no. uncommon sight 10 
jee children playing with altar cloths 
in the street. 

‘With the complete dispersal of any 
form of ‘rebel resistance, Barcelona 
in November had begun to assume 
A'somewhat more normal aspect, she 
Said. The shorlage of food and sup- 
plies, however, wos growing worst 
many of the people had not tasted 
‘meat for weeks, and were forced to 
stand in queues for hours in order 
to get a small quantity of potatoes, 
‘To walk abroad atter 9 p.m. was very 
dangerous, anyone foolhardy enough 
to do so risking death at the hands. 
of a nervous sentry or of a roving 
band of anarchists.

‘The greater proportion of the 
population in China, Dr, Hou contin. 
ed, are living below ihe threshold 
of ‘adequate nutrition. © “This is 
Targely due to poverty, but inability 
to secure proper food is often the 
result of ignorance of the laws of 
nutrition, ‘There are many problems 
which are pectiliar to China. Pover= 
{y, the differerfee. in diclary habits, 
‘and the Tack of dairy products make 
it" impractical to apply western 
standards, Further, since’ the distri- 
bution of inorganic salts and vita- 
‘ming of vegetables differs much with 
the ‘varieties, places, of eultivation, 
fertilization ‘and modes of prepara: 
tion, 9 careful investigation into this 
field should help us toward a better 

nderstanding of the optional require- 
ent for normal health and for the 
treatment of deflelency diseases. 
Recent surveys of the “Poor,” of the 
rural population and of factory work- 
crs, show that there is an

Angry 
‘at this early morning visit, Atma 
Singh’ went immediately "to. the 
police station to report the matter, 
In the bath-room he saw the d 
ceased, and asked why he had in- 

Deceased re- 
plied, Insultingly, "I was in a pas 
sion,” continued ‘the accused, “and 
saw’ the chopper on a table. plek- 
sed it up and struck him. T hit him 
‘only {o hurt him, not to kill him. 
Bawa Singh had’ insulted his wife, 
the ‘concluded, and “without respect, 
Jife ig not worth living.” 

Atma Singh has been confined in 
Ward Road Gaol since his. sentence. 
A petition was issued by Mr. HA.

VESSEL STRANDED IN 
HEAVY FOG 


Rescue of 300 Passengers 
from Chinese Ship 


Stranded on an island betwsen 
Shihpu and ‘Tinghat on December 24 
when thelr vessel, the ‘Ta Hwa, 
stnuck a hidden rock during heavy: 
fox, over 300 passengers landed at 
‘Tinghai safely” early that morn- 
ing, after being rescued by the ss.

Loaded with a cargo of coreals and 
poultry, the ss. Ta Hwa, 1,071. tons 
‘gross, left Haimen, off the Cheklang 
coast, on the night of Dec. 23 for 
Shanghai, While steaming off Shan 
Chi hsrbour, between Shih-pu and 
‘Tinghai, the vessel suddenly ran 
aground; the stern was holed by a 
hidden ‘rock, Occurring during a 
heavy fog, the accident caused con- 
siderable ¢xeltement on board. mes- 
Sages asking for help being hurriedly 
despatched. ‘The commander. and 
officers controlied the situation and 
pacified all those on board without 
ditieulty, 

In response to the alarm, the ss- 
Nai Hai, which was on her way from 
Ningpo' to. Haimen, ‘rushed to the 
seene. All the passengers were suc- 
cessfully transported from the strand- 
ed vesse} to the Nai Hai which ar- 
rived safely at ‘Tinghal. A Chinese

PRACTICE OF HEAD 
HUNTING 


Aborigines of Formosa Still 
Carry Out Custom 


What is the correct procedure to be 
adopted when one is making a lelsure- 
ly walking four in the mountains of 
Formosa, and happens to come across 
1 head-hunter coming in the opposite 
Gireetion, and seemingly all set for 
lopping ‘off the first head which 
comes into view? A way out of this 
awkward predicament was suggested 
by Professor Clarence Griffin, who 
Yectured on the Aborigines of Formosa 
before members of the Royal Asiatic 
Society on December 23. Mr. Arth 

de Carle Sowerby was in the chal 

Professor Griffin said that in a situs 
tion Uke this it would be fatal to 
run, The head-hunter would then 
felch out his blow-pipe and send 
afler his fleeing enemy a poisonous 
dart thich would immediately lay 
him flat. ‘Tt would be equally foolish 
to move forward. The only thing to 
bbe done was to stoop and pick a blue- 
bell off the ground, and. then to 
move towards the head-hunter ina 
friendly manner. He would then be 
pacified, as this served as a gesture 
of friendship, 

Formosa, said Professor Grifin, in 
addition to @ population of 5,000,000 
descendants from the Chinese, has 
150,000 aborigines who inhabit the 
mountaing, ‘The western part of the 
Island “descended to” paddyfields, 
fand the mountains were situated on 
the cast coast. Eight distinet dying 
nations had. chosen. the island of 
Formosa as their last resting place, 
‘and thelr remnants were still to be 
found among the aborigines of the 
mountains. 

Head-hunting among these tribes 
had now been practically stopped by 
Japanese Inw, but it was a custom 
that was very hard to wipe out al- 
together, as it had been in, pra 
for centuries. Four of the “nations” 
Fepresented among the aborigines still 
ractised the custom. At the tender 
‘age of 17, youths from these tribes 
‘were compelled to go forth and bring 
back the head of an enemy, unless 
they wished to be branded as cowards. 
On his return from such an expedi- 
tion, the youth was welcomed home 
by his whole tribe, and if the expedi- 
tion had been successful he was 
branded with two marks under the 
chin to show that he was a man. 

Wf, however, he was so cowardly as 
to bring back the head of a woman, 
he himself was put to death by the 
members of his tribe. In spite of this

Seven had never 
bbeen vaccinated ; ten had not been re- 
vaccinated for a number of years, 
whilst the remaining two cases gave 
a doubtful history of re-vaecination 
over two years ago.

‘After the (oast of “The King” had 
been honoured Lord Winterton, the 
President proposed "The Guests,” 
coupling with it the name of Sir 
Frederick Leith-Ross.

Government which viewed” British 
prosperity not only in British terms, 
but In terms equally applicable to| 
China and Japan and the Far Bast 
asa. whole. 

‘To this characterization he would 
ike to. ‘add two observations, one 
being that it was Just because of| 
the Targeness of the British outlock 
that the friendship and goodwill of 
the British Empire were so” well 
worth having: the other being that 
In merging ‘her conception of her 
own welfare in that ef the general 
welfare, Britain had no intention of 
Aisavowing or renouneing her own, 
Interests. 

That a contrary impression had 
been created by British policy In 
Fecent years might well be, indeed 
was, ho thought, the ease." Always 
after every Great War there had 
a period during whieh an ap- 
parently renuneiatery spirit had ap- 
eared to provall. But that was not 
the note of British polley to-day, and 
he thought it shouldbe. plainly sald 
that no country could afford to make 
the mistake which Germany made 
befere 1014 in its reading, of British 
temperament. purpose and capacity. 

After referring amusingly and ap~ 
preclatively to other distinguished 
Ruests, the President paid a. warm 
tribute to the work which nd been 
done by. Sir Frederick Lelth-Ross. 
He sald that Sir Frederick had once 
more made it clear that the veally 
Rood British expert was the finest 
expert in the world. The essential

‘These problems are all connected 
but one must begin somewhere and 
the central problem is that of the 
‘currency. In regard to the currency, 
China adopted the same remedy as 
‘we were foreed to do. In November 
fof last year she decided to abandon 
the metallle basis of her eurreney and 
to adopt a managed paper currency 
‘based on foreign exchange at a value 
of about 1/2%4d, to the dollar. It 
was a beld step and many of the 
foreign officials and bankers with 
whom T discussed the decision were 
‘sceptical of its success. They thought 
that the Chinese people were so tc- 
cuslomed 10 the use of silver as 
currency that they would accept 
nothing’ else. 

‘The First Banknotes

‘No doubt, any settlement means

‘In this connexion, T should Uke to 
refer to another problem, the im- 
provement of the public administra- 
Yon. ‘The National Government are 
doing thelr utmost to promote. this 
and I would like to pay a. special 
tribute to the offorts which the 
Minister of Railways, Mr. Chang. 
‘Kar-ngau is making to put the raile 
ways on a business footing. Nothing 
could be more important for the 
future credit of China; But it will 
take time. 

While T met many individuals in 
China, with a high sense of public 
duty, there is not the same tradition 
fof public service in China as ther 
is In this country. In fact, there is 
not the basis for such a tradition as 
the officials are not paid adequately 
ner have they any security of tenure. 
T hope that the Chinese Government 
‘will pay attention to this question 
and take steps to otgonize a Civil 
Service system under which the Gov- 
ernment officials can be assured bith 
fof security and of adequate pay. 

Use of Foreign Officials 

Inthe meanwhile, 1 think the 
‘Chinese Government ‘should use 0 
‘tho full the services of foreign officials 
who. are willing to come out and 
work for China. The Customs and 
Salt administration have been built 
up by foreign, and particularly by 
British administrators: and China has 
had no mere devoted servants than 
they have been.

On the Right Lines 

1 have dealt at some Tength with

1 have mentioned some 
points to which I attach importance, 
Hout in general T believe that the 
‘Chinese ‘Government are working on 
‘the right lines and 1 am convinced 
that the fundamental conditions for 
the development of trade are present 
in. China to-day, 

‘To turn to trade questions, the eur- 
reney reform had an Immediately 
beneftelal effect on the economle 
situation, ‘The adverse balance of 
trade was immediately reduced and 
Thelieve that China ls now a creditor 
‘on eurrent international necount, ‘The 
re-adjustment of the exchange en- 
couraged exports and internal trade 
‘and discouraged. imports, 

‘The figures for the frst elght 
‘months of 1936 as compared with 
1995. show a fall of Imports by $02. 
(000,000 or 9 per cent; an Increase of 
exports by $07,000,000 or 28 per 
cent; and a reduetion of the adverse 
balance of trade by $150,000,000 or 
Just over $0 per cont, 

‘Motcover, the reduction In imports 
hhas been effected. almost entire 
Targe reduction in. the Imports of 
cereals and other foodstuffs, which 
China’ should’ be ina position to 
produce for herself. During the frst 
eight months of 1935 China imported 
ecreals and wheat flour toa value of 
'$126,000,000 during the first elght 
months of this year the imports of 
these commodities were valued at 
rather less than $44,000,000 or roughly 
one-third of what they had been in 
the preceding year, ‘This has lett all 
the more foreign exchange available 
for Imports of manufactured goods, 
and, apart. from eotton plece goods. 
the’ volume of Imports of manu- 
faetures has, generally speaking, re- 
mained stable or inereased, 

“This is the right economic trend, 
for China should be self-supporting 
in’ sfaple. agricultural products but 
‘needs 10 import manufactured goods. 
‘And this tendeney. should continue. 
‘Tho recent harvest has given China 
bumper crop, fully 30 per cent. 
greater’ than Tast year's production, 
‘and this applies not only to cereals 
but to eotton and other products, 

ould be ‘able 
to dispense still further with Imports 
‘of ‘ageieultural products which she 
can produce at home and should be 
able to expand her exports of these 
commodities with beneficial effects to 
hher purchasing, power at home and to 
her imports of manufactures, 

‘While the British Empire taken as 
a whole has a larger share of the 
trade with China than any other 
nation Tam sorry to say that the 
United ‘Kingdom has no longer ite 
old place as the most important ex- 
porter to China, "In fact, according 
to the Chinese Customs statistles at 
present we come fourth, ‘The exports 
from the United States, Germany and 
Japan all substantially exceed those 
of, the United Kingdom. 

‘The Customs statistics. naturally, do 
not inelude smuggled goods: and It 
account is taken of this factor, it 
seems probable that Japan's position is, 

‘more favourable than the 
Statisties show, "In resard to cotton 
pees xoods and other similar articles, 
the advantages which Japan enjoys 
are such that it ig natural thot she 
should obtain the bulle of the trade 
in such consumption goods. 





























Importance of Capital Goods 
But there is a change taking place

What ‘Traders Must Do 

But the Government cannot un- 
orlake 10 create trade, Tt fs for the 
waders themselves to' get. business.

‘The laboratory will- censist of a 
blo-assay sub-section and a. pharma- 
ceutical subsection, and among its 
functions will be the preparation and, 
maintenance of suitable standards of 
strength, purity and quality tor 
rugs, and standardization of motheds 
of analysis and test with regard to 
climatic and other conditions pre- 
valling in different parts of India, 
‘The laboratory will also act as 
expert referee in respect of disputed 
‘analyses of samples sent by — Tceal 
governments; will guide and ¢o- 
ordinate the work of provincial 
laboratories; will assay and test 
chemicals and drugs, and blologieal ~ 
Products such as serums and vaccines 
‘and organo-metallic compounds at 
the request of central or local gov- 
nd will supply information 
‘and provinelal 
laboratories as the neod may be, 


Control of Drugs 6: 

‘There has for long been a demand 
that local governments should. pro- 
vide for “the standardizatien of 
medicinal drugs and for the control 
of thelr indiscriminate use and sale, 
‘A committee was accordingly up: 
pointed to explore and define the 
problem of drug contrel. Tis recom- 
‘mendations were considered in con.

‘The year 1937 is about to dawn 
on a world wondering with interest 
and anxiety what it will bring after’ 
the year 1936—one of the most 
ephocal of this century, This 
wonderment is not based on an 
unhealthy interest in the unnatural 
or the superstitious but mankind's:

of last century, Old Moore's fame!

homilies like “A swarme of bees| 
in Maye is worthe a load of haye” 
but its records of murders, ship- 
wrecks, disasters made it an im- 
pressive and fearful authority on 
things to come,

doleful individual, has grown a 
Uttle more cautious, ‘The growth 
of communications, education and 
the development of’ a healthy 
scepticism of the powers of pro- 
‘gnostication, have cramped the old 
‘iman's style. His precision hasbeen 
4 little undermined for everybody 
knows that with thousands of ships 
at sea a number are bound to be 
wrecked. Some of his crities, too, 
might point to his inability to’ pre= 
dict the changed course of the re- 
cent royal matrimonial romance in 
Europe, while in these sceptical 
times when he remarks that an

THE PAST GLORIES OF FOOCHOW 


Yea Trade Greatly Shrunken from Clipper Days: 
City Being Rapidly Modernized 


By W, Lewisou 


Foochow is eminently a city of past 
glories. 

‘The great days of the tea trade 
‘and. the Clipper ships have gone, 
ever to return, and there seems to be 
nothing likely’ to take thelr place. 
‘At the helght of its glory, 70,000,000 
pounds of tea are said to ‘have been 
‘exported in one year; to-day 4,000,000 
pounds is “considered a satisfactory 
season. As the administrative capital 
‘of the province and an important 
educational centre, it still takes rank 
fs the largest city in Fukien, but its 
trade is negligible and the inhabitants

Several broad streets have been con- 
structed. It even possesses an 
‘automatic telephone system, But 
while it has lost most of its former 
pieturesqueness, it falls to make a 
really modern ‘impression. Yet the 
change in its appearance is really 
remarkable, when one remembers 
that lite more than ten years ago 
wheeled traflle was totally unknown 
in Foochow. And proof hereof is the 
comparatively small number of 
bieyeles one sees in the strects—a 
fact especially striking to the visitor 
from the north; for the bicycle is 
‘only just now beginning to come into| 
fashion, 

‘The streets seemed to me rather 
noisier ‘than even usual in Chinese 
cities, For some of the large shops 
have’ a curious form of musical 
advertisement; small orchestras are 
hired to sit in the shop front and 
discourse loud, if not sweet music, to 
attract, one presumes, the musle- 
loving’ customer, Anyhow, when 
several such orchestras are’ playing 
atone and the same. time in 
‘neighbouring shops, the din is quite 
tereife. 








Foreign Residentiat Area 

Immediately across the river from 
Foochow to which it is connected 
by a famous ancient bridge lies the 
{sland of Nantai where the residences 
‘and businesses of the foreign com- 
munity are situated. This» foreign 
settlement—for such I must call it 
from its appearance. though actually 
it is nothing of the kind, being direct 
ly under Chinese administration—is 
full of memories of the good old 
day: palatial houses, a very. pretty 
church to seat nearly 100 people. 
well kept cemetery full of historial 
associations and the names of the 
‘reat pioneers of the tea trade, a 
Targe club—much too big for the pre= 
sent shrunken foreign community— 
‘and a large reereation-yround where 
fone can still see the traces of the 
former race-track. To-day it is a golf 
course from where one gets a sine 
view of the surrounding ‘hills. One 
of these is called typically “Dizzy's 
Nose because of sts resemblance to 
the profile of that statesman, a name 
that'at once gives the date of Foo 
chow's palmy days. 

To obtain a full taste of the days 
of the past one must get that famous 
old-timer, Mr. "Sherry" Brand to 
take one round and listen to his store 
of anecdotes and reminiscences. ‘Tea 
merchant, architect, undertaker—to 
name only a few of his varied activi- 
ties—ne is said to have made and 
Jost several fortunes, Now in his 
Tard year he has become one of the 
institutions of Foochow, having just 
celebrated the S0th anniversary of his 
residence there, 























Most Successful “Failure 

Among the numerous spiteful pore 
{rail sketches with which Somerset 
‘Maugham repaid the universal 
hospitality that he met with during 
his travels in China, is one of Mr. 
Brand entitled “The Failure” All 
fone can say Js that if, after his busy 
lige whieh has left its mark on Foo- 
chow. Mr. Brand ean be called a 
failure, then it would be interestini: 
to know what Mr, Maugham would 
eal success, 

Another famous resident of Foo- 
how whom I met was Admiral Sah 
Chen-ping, the "Grand Old Man” of 
Fukien. In the eatly “twenties he was 
for a short time Minister of the Navy, 

fone of the northern governments 
‘and up to fen years ago was governor 
of Fukien. ‘Though now in his 75th 
year Admiral Sah is still hale and 
hearty ‘and lives the simple life in 
complete retirement, all by’ himself, 
(he has no family round him) busi 
‘engayed in charitable work. such 
rebuilding the villages destroyed 
Reds and other bandits, 

‘This work entails much travelling, 
in the wildest parts of the province, 
but the admiral is used to hardship 
from his life at sea. Nor has he 

nything to fear even from the most 
desperate bandits, such is the high 
Fespect in which he is held all over 
the province. The adiniral who 
‘speaks excellent English and is proud 
of having served for three years in 




































‘his youth in the British navy. is a 
‘simple cheerful soul, a typical sallor~ 
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I should not like to say for certain 
whether conditions in. general have 
greatly Improved In Fukien, since the 
Contrat “Government has’ obtained 
control of the province. From what 1 
saw and heard Iam inclined to 
believe that there has been a marked 
advance, but cannot ignore that many 
residents do not share this view. ‘The 
previous government was that of the 
18th Roule Army which earned high 
praise from all foreigners, wherever 
It had been, for its good discipline, 
honesty and’ progressive ideas, 

“These virtues, though. fully ad- 
mitted, seom to have evoked no a 
tniration among the. obstructionist 
people of Fukien who were not sorry 
to see the Inst of the Cantonese in= 
vaders. For the 19th Route Army 
shook them up very" badly out. of 
thelr customary orpor: they” were 
foreed to build roads at high pres- 
sure, to widen thelr streets and elean 
up their cities, while banditry was 
suppressed with ruthless, but success= 
ful, ferocity. 

‘The standards of progress set for 
{Us successors, the present administra 
ton, have therefore been unusually 
high. which may partly account for 
any” unfavourable’ comparisons. In 
oad constriction however, the prov- 
nee is far going rapidly ahead 
under the energetic direction of the 
Commissioner of Reconsiruetion, Mr. 
Chen ‘Tiecheng. the man who built 
the Chekiang-Fukien highway. For 
the rest, the Fuklen officials, with 
whom T spoke, stressed the difficulties 
fof rapid progress owing to the poverty 
of the “province und consequent 
finonelal stringency, caused by tthe 
maladministration of previous régimes.

On this sume ground they defended

‘Then there wag the little town of 
Loyang prettily situated on an inlet 
fof the sea. ‘The tide, was out, and 
sticking up out of the mud ‘were 
hundreds of ‘slabs of stone. Con- 
versation carried on mostly by means 
of gesticulation. ‘T'must sidmit, with 
fan elderly gentleman whom T mis 
lakenly took to be one of the more 
intellivent inhabitants. seemed to con- 
firm my guess that” these curlous- 
ooking ‘stones were tombstones and

‘What then was my surprise to learn 
later that they were nothing of the 
kind, but were oyster beds each of 
which belonged to a separate owner, 
T still do not see what those slabs of

and although Kulangsu has been a 
treaty port for nearly 100 years. It 
is not that a ferry service hax not 
been tried, but the boat people simply 
‘will not permit Il. They all come 
from the sume district, Tungsha 
fre almost as bad extortioners as 1 
notorious boatmen of Malla. Some 
time ago a powered ferry was actual 
ly put-on the run by an unusually 
old mayor, whereupon the mob at 
tacked and selzed it and ran it ashore 
after killing the engineer, Since then 
no further attempls have been made 
to run a ferry.

‘The influence .ot the Church was 
largely responsible for the results of 
the elections in November, 1033. At 
that time the baurgeois Leftists had 
governed the country for more than 
two years: The first republican 
‘enthusiasm was gone: many mistakes 
hhad been made and the great depres- 
sion made itself increasingly felt in 
Spain. A new election statute had 
eon enacted by the Left; it turned 
out to be to their disadvantage and 
the Rightist Centre parties won the 
elections. “The "Caziquismo™ had 
been mobilized, and in addition, the 
women had Deen granted an equal 
franchise by the “Republicang and 
under the influence of the Church, 
they gave their voles to the Right. 

‘The Leftist government of Senor 
‘Azana resigned to be followed by 
[Successive governments of Rightist 
Republicans. ‘The Catholic Popular 
Action Party of Scnor Gil Robles, the 
Diggest group In the Cortes, and the 
‘monarchist parties (Alfonsists and 
Curlists) refused to toke office under 
the Republic, but the Radicals were 
tunable {0 govern properly. They 
Jacked a firm parliamentary basis, 
‘since they were ‘a minority govern- 
mem, dependent on the goodwill of 
the Right, and they lacked integrity, 

‘The Leader of the Radicals, Senor 
Alexander Leroux, and most’ of his 
Partisans, considered their office as a 
means of geiting rich quick—a ship- 
‘owner who had a claim against the 
National Treasury of little more than 
100,000 pesetas. was induced to claim 
millions insteod, and all would be 
enriched. There was the affair of 
Mr. Strauss; the highest offce-holders 
of Spain promised him a licence to 
‘open a gambling resort, although 
gambling is prohibited offiéially—he 
olled the palms of the offce-holders 
ll" he had spent his fortune; then 
hhe was sent away empty-handed. 
‘The profs of the affair were' shared 
by_higher-ups. 

"Though these scandals were un- 
covered only in the winter 1938/36, 
they were whispered about before in 
well-informed elreles. Not on ‘ac~ 
count of such affairs was the Radical 
‘government overthrown, but because 
they were unable to govern. They 
wore fully satisfied to turn the clock 
back, to undermine agrarian, educa- 
onal and social reform. ‘Nothing 
‘else. was done. When in September 
1994, "a new crisis occurred, . the 
parliamentary basis of the govern- 
ment was broadened. The Catholic 
Popular Action Party sent ministers 
into the cabinet, assuming respon 
sibility for the government. 

Rebellion of 1934 

‘Though this move to the Right was 
unavoidable under parliamentary 
government, it roused the Left and 
people believed a new dictatorship 
‘was coming. A general strike was 
‘proclaimed, and all over the country 
uprisings occurred, and in two places 
they grew Into open rebellion. In 
Catalonia a Leftist government was 
‘till in power and they feared that 
Catalonian autonomy, granted in 
1031, might be rescinded. “Besides the 
social and the cultural tension, Spain 
is pervaded by the centralism of 
Madrid and the centrifugal tendencles 
in the Provinees. ‘There was a 
movement in the 17th century to 
severe Catalonia from’ Spain’ with 
French assistance. In the 19th cen 
‘speech, literature and 
revived, and the idea 
‘of Calalonian autonomy was pro- 
agated anew. "Many reasons for 
Catalonian separatism exist. In part. 
the Catalonian movement. belongs to 
the general European movement of 
re-awakening nationalism which led 
to the unifleation of Germany and 
Maly and, belatedly, to the creation 
of the new states of Czecho-slovakin 
and Poland in 1018/19, 

‘As elsewhere, the movement gained 
strength from ils erude and brutal 
suppression by the Madrid authori 
fies—the more so, since Catalgnian 
autonomy appealed to the strong in- 
dividualism of the Catalans, that very 

ndividualism on which Barcelona be- 
Jcame the centre of Spanish anarchism. 
Economic complainis were added— 
the Catalans liked to argue that their 
rich“ country and peopled by in~ 
dustrious workers was exploited by 
the poor but powerful and oppressive 
Castilians. ‘The Castilians might have 
answered properly that in reality, it 
‘was the whole of Spain which was 
exploited by Catalonia, the centre of 
protected and subsidized Spanish 
‘manufacturing Industries, by means 
of exorbitant prices for Catalonian 
‘goods. 

‘The other centre of rebellion, in 
October 1934, was Asturia 1a roya 
(Red “Asturia), the coal-mining dis- 
trict. Spanish mining was passing 
through a severe erisis for it is very 
‘uneconomic; since the seams are thin 
‘and often "broken modern mining 
‘machinery catinot be employed. ‘The 
‘existing mines are the product of pro- 
tection which wes srst introduced in 
1695—through this influence produc- 
tion grew to four times its former 
size, in no more than three years.

Radicalism at the Helm: 
Strike of 1934: Internal Confusion

During the World War, coal mining

This state of things might not have 
been ‘quite so intolerable, If Senor

mad ioare. “Unamune sometime ago 
‘accepted the saying of a Spanish 
‘priest: “A Spaniard wants to occupy 
the place of a leader, he does not 
want to lead; he wants to be Presi- 
dent, he does not want to act 
President.”

Azana's government dreamt, _It 
began its career by proposing to pib- 
lish a popular edition of the Spanish

it was too late, but certainly, the 
authorities could just as little ‘deal 
with the. excited masses as the 
moderate leaders of the trade unions, 
‘The peasants occupied the latifundia 
legally and redistributed the land 
‘among themselves.

‘The government was unable to deal 
with such momentous events and they 
even were compelled to condone

‘The Revolutionary General 

With the authority of Spain's legal 
government on the dectine, a counter- 
movement arose, converging from 
different parts." There were the 
reactionaries proper whose age-old 
privileges were endangered. ‘There 
‘were businessmen whose oxistence 
‘was menaced by wage demands and 






































who were disquieted by the spread 
of anarchy. ‘There were those’ who 
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symptthized with the Lett, but

“faselsts" "In, the months following 
the Leftist vietory at the polls, young 
fascists. became “dangerously” active; 
daily ‘lashes of political enemies 
occurred and a new vendetta arose: 
{or cach pollial murder by one 
froup one of ils members had to pay 
‘with his life, While the government 
‘was helpless the generals entered the 
seene, 

‘The revolutionary general is a ro- 
occurring feature of the last century 
of Spanish history. Whenever the 
political situation seems to be hope- 
fess, a courageous genera begins to 
clear away the talking politiians and 
{o establish by force of arms a truly 
soldier-like government—clean, -en~ 
frgetie and non-partisan, As soon as 
Such a general achieved guecoss, he 
‘was’ iinmersed. in. the Whirlpool of 
polities those finanelat powers who 
‘assisted hls campaign, got the upper 
hand ‘and the generat fnaily became 
their plaything and Instrument.
